including air bases and other 
military installa tions ' 

The United States has agreed to 
finance the building of alternative 
airfields in the Negev and a 
number of American firms have 
already submitted - construction 
bids. • ' 

“The chief problem in building 
the bases and the entire infrastruc- 
ture will be Israels chronic. labor 
shortage," the ministry spokes- 
man said. 

Some of the American com- 
panies bidding for construction 
contracts have -said they will 
import .workers from Greece, 
Turkey and Yugoslavia, the 
spokesman said. 

• “But wiry bring in workers from 
those more distant places when we. 
can do it from a neighboring coun- 
try," he said. 

The labor ministry was drawing 
up plans for the contracting firms 
who win the bids to consider the 
use of Egyptian workers. 

“Of course, it all depends on 
whether the Egyptian government 
will agree with oar proposal,” the 
spokesman added.

Printers back Khomeini 

Iran’s press crisis deepens 


TEHRAN, May 16 (Agencies) 
— The crisis over press freedom in 
post-revolutionary Iran deepened 
Wednesday as Muslim print 
workers received the blessing of 
Ayatollah Khomeini for their 
unofficial censorship of the coun- 
try's largest newspaper. 

Khomeini told a delegation of 
workers from the afternoon news- 
paper, “ Kayhan : “ The press 
must write what the nation 
wants, not against it. 

“ If the press writes in support 
of traitors and criminals, it is not 
our press. This is treachery. ” 

For the second day running 
“ Kayhan ” appeared in a pirated 
edition put together by non- 
editorial staff, while journalists 
■met m- epjprgency session to dis-

step, further 'by getting; the "two 
peoples to work together" • 

He said the ministry plaiis pro- 
vided for the Egyptian workers to 
receiver standard wages and to be 
housed in the same sort of 
accotmnodation as the Israelis. 

“The Egyptian workers will be 
earning a higher wage than at 
home and will be sending back 
money, to his family,'' the spokes- 
man said. 

“It will help ease Egypt’s 
unemployment problem and pro- 
vide the people with direct proof 
of the advantages to be reaped 
from peace with Israel.” 


. Barred from the meeting by 
pickets were 20 left-wing journal- 
ists purged from the newspaper 
earlier this week. 

The main headline in Wednes- 
day’s “. Kayhan ” read : “ News- 
papers must conform to the will of 
the people. ” 

It also carried a statement by 
“ Kayhan' s” workers calling oil 
the editorial staff to devote all 
their efforts to the ideals of the 
nation. It- criticized journalists 
who attacked the achievements of 
the revolution in order to create 
disorder and unrest in the country. 

The “ Kayhan " crisis illus- 


trated the widening gap between 
the followers of Khomeini and the 
leftist and secular groups that 
helped him to power in the Febru- 
ary revolution. 

In a separate development 
Tehran's revolutionary court pro- 
secutor said Wednesday that peo- 
ple charged with “ corruption on 
earth ** could also be sentenced to 
death by Islamic courts. 

Ayatollah Azari Ghomi, told a 
reporter that in addition to mur- 
der and being an accomplice to 
murder, those found guilty of the 
corruption charge could face the 
death penalty. 

His announcement appeared to 
contradict what Khomeini said 
Sunday. 

The Ayatollah said that "Islamic 
courts could no longer sentence 
people to death for political 
crimes but only if murder was 
involved. 

Iran's Supreme Islamic 
Revolutionary Council warned 
Wednesday that Khomeini's 
decree limiting the death sentence 
should not encourage counter- 


revolutionaries to commit crimes 
in the future. 

“ The anti-revolutionary ele- 
ments who were in fear of the ver- 
dicts of the revolutionary courts 
should not think the time is oppor- 
tune for them to think of striking 
at the Islamic revolution of the 
Iranian people.” said a council 
statement read on state radio. 

“ We warn them that the decree 
of the leader only concerns past 
crimes and concerns only death 
sentences. In other words, the way 
is open for otiier punishments — 
and any plot against the fruits of 
the revolution, which were 
achieved by the shedding of blood 
of our young people, win be 
crushed without acv compromise - 
by the revolutionary com;*. " . - J . . 

Meanwhile the newspaper 
*" Ettelaat” reported that the 
former head of the Savak secret 
police in the northern dty of Khoy 
was executed early Wednesday. It 
said Lr.-Col. Massud Shafii was 
found to be “corrupt” for having 
armed groups of farmers and 
incited them to attack anti-Shah 
demonstrators last winter.

WASHINGTON, May 16 ( AP) 
— U.S. Sen. Joseph Biden 
( Dem.-Del.) said Tuesday he lias 
received reports the Carter 
administration is considering 
creating a 100,000 man mobile 
military force to help protect U.S. 
interests overseas, including the 
Gulf. 

A State Department witness 
declined to confirm the reports 
but said, “there is a place in our 
diplomacy for a militar y pres- 
ence.” 

Hie witness, Walter Cutler, 
ambassador designate to Iran, said 
that the presence of sneb a force 
could at times “be quite reassuring 
for countries that feel threatened” 
and add to regional stability. 

“A decision to move in that 
direction has to be very carefully 
considered,” Cutler told the 
Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee. 

In hearings in April Secretary of 
Defense Harold Brown told the 
committee no decision had been 
made on “a U.S. militar y pres- 
ence” in the Gulf, including the 
possibility of stationing warships 
there. 

“We have not made a policy 
decision to increase our perma- 
nent presence in the region," 
Brown said, “we have not adopted 
the policy that we are not going to 
have a military presence.” 

But he v added that “ if Saudi 
Arabia were threatened in a major 
war from outside the region, U.S. 
security interests would .be 
Involved and .we would be pre- 
pared to offset the threat."

Fahd: No M.E. peace 
without Arab rights 


ROME, May 16 (Agencies) — Crown Prince 
Fahd reiterated Wednesday that there can be no 
peace in the Middle East without the restoration of 
Arab and Palestinian rights. 

Speaking at a press conference here following a 
meeting with Italian Prime Minister Giulio 
Andreotti, Prince Fahd said Palestinian rights to a 
homeland and repatriation are essential for a lasting 
settlement 

The Crown Prince arrived in the Italian capital 
Wednesday from West Germany where he held 
talks with Chancellor Helmut Schmidt. 

Wednesday’s meeting with the Italian premier 
was attended by Riyadh Governor Prince Salman, 
and Saudi ambassador to Italy Sheikh Khaled 
Al-Nasser. 

Prince Fahd told reporters that the just nature of 
the Arab cause is something no sensible man can 
ignore, and that this nature should be sufficient to 
make the cause “clear and appreciated.” 


“Bilateral or other agreements which do not take- . 
these rights into consideration will faQ,” be said!' 
“The Kingdom harbors no malice and will coutri— 
bute e ffectively to the peace process if a just and fab 
approach is adopted.” 

Hie prince expressed hopes that the international 
community would deal with the question “in a 
maner that would persuade the Arabs and Muslims 
that h is being fairly and justly con side red.” 

Thanking the Italian government for its hospital; 
ity, Prince Fahd said his talks with the premier dealt I. 
with “topics of mutual interest,” ■ ' ; 

Andreotti opened the press conference by wet* 
coming the Prince and hailing SaudMtalian rela- 
tion and Italian appreciation for the Saudi interna- 
tional policy. He sard that Italy is committed to the 
U.N.^ and the European Economic Community 
decisions regarding the Middle East problem. He 
said he briefed Prince Fahd on what steps Italy 
would take within the EEC to help restore stability 
“to this sensitive part of the world."

Lebanese cabinet resigns 


BEIRUT, May 16 (Agencies) 
— The Lebanese government of 
Premier Salim Hoss resigned 
Wednesday, paving the way for 
yet another attempt to weld the 
country's feuding politicians 
together in a new national unity 
administration. 

But the reconciliation attempt 
faced major problems after four 
years of civfl strife that have 
turned Lebanon into a patchwork 
of fief do ms beyond the control of 
a debilitated centra] government. 

Host, a 49-year-old economist 
with no political party affiliations, 
has led a technocrats’ administra- 
tion for the past two-and-a-half 
years. It has proved to be Leba- 
non's ■ most durable government 
since independence from France 
in 1943. 

His resignation followed pres- 
sure from parliamentarians who 
argue that the technocrats, can go 
no further in cutting through 
Lebanon's tangle of conflicting 
political interests and it is now uqp 
to the fueding political leaders to 
settle their differences.

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TEHRAN, May 16 (R) — A new bank will be launched in 
revolutionary Iran Thursday and its main aim will not be making a 
profit, but to help low income Iranians and put the economy on a 
sound footing. 

Some 800,000 shares of 1 ,000 Rials ($14) will be offered far sale 
Thursday on the launching of the Islamic Bank oflran, no one will be 
allowed to buy more than 1,000 shares. 

-1 the 
bank would seek only to make enough money to cover its expenses. 

The announced aims are to help poorer Iranians put the coun- 
try's economy on a sound footing, and “answer the needs of the 
Islamic republic and society."

The new bank is being set up by a group of devout Muslim 
businessmen — mostly drawn from the Tehran bazaar — determined 
that the principles of Islam, including the ban on usury, should be 
strictly enforced following Khomeini's repeated calls for the aboli- 
tion of interest rates. 

Account number one is being opened in the name of Iran's 
unofficial bead of state, the Ayatollah, 

The 60 founding members of the bank have paid up 1 .2 billion 
Rials ($17 million), representing 60 per cent of the total capital. 

They range from Tehran Chamber of Commerce president Ali 
Hajtarkhani to Dr. Seyed Muhammad Bebeshti, one of the most 
important members of the religions leadership. 

Loans will be given irrespective of race or creed. They will 
include loans to private individuals for “consumer need:?' — such as 
marriage — which will be free of charge, and housing loans, which 
may involve a small service charge. 

Mosques have traditionally granted loans free of charge in Iran 
when backed by a guarantee from some of the borrowers’ reputable 
neighbors that the money was urgently needed. A $3,000 loan would, 
for instance, be repayable in $70 monthly instalments to the mosque. 

On business loans, the bank wfll enter into partnership agree- 
ments with the borrower and share any profits at the end of the year, 
according to Almasi. 

The bank's real innovation however, comes when customers 
deposit their money. Those who leave it on fixed term deposits will, 
in fact, have to bear the loss on any investment made by the bank with 
the customer’s money, Almasi said. 

He said the Islamic bank was negotiating with insurance com- 
panies to obtain standard loss of profit cover so as to avoid making 
the customer suffer. 

But at present, the idea is that the customer will obtain the 
bank’s share of the profit in any successful investment — after the 
deduction of a small commission — or bear the loss if there is one. 

Almasi said the bank intended investing in agriculture, mining, 
industry, commercial enterprises and “viable projects by talented 
individuals with good ideas but no capital.” He stresses, however, 
that the bank would at first proceed extremely cautiously and slowly 
“in order to remain financially solid and to show ourselves loyal to 
our customers.'' 

The b ank was only interested in getting enough money to pay its 
staff and defray the cost of its offices he said. 

The commission on loans will always remain low and will not 
become a masked interest charge as it has done in certain other 
Islamic countries, Almas added. 


In his tetter of resignation 
accepted by President Elias Sar- 
kis, the premier said he had 
decided to step down after the 
adoption of a defense law which 
provided for rebuilding the 
Lebanese army.

“Our viewpoints... were identi- 
cal and there was an understand- 
ing over the various questions 
rated," President Sarkis said in a 
statement after the talks. 

President Assad said the meet- 
ing had produced a “unified con- 
ception'' of bow to deal with 
Lebanon's problems. 

Coincidentally Lebanon's two 
rightist parties, the Phaiangist and 
the National Liberal Party (NLB), 
Tuesday announced a merger plan 
following three days of street- 
fighting between their militias that 
cost an estimated 25 lives. 

Rightist officials said the unity 
pUn \sua -rtic^uded lo bring 
stronger controls to bear on the 
two parties’ militiamen who had 
come to view themselves as “local. ■ 
chieftains” after four years under 
arras. 

Their gun-law mentality led to 
the three days of fighting in the 
Ain Rumman eh suburb of east 
Beirut that precipitated the 
announcement of the unity plan, 
the officials said. 

But, the officials said, no 
dramatic results should be 
expected from the unity plan 
because of political, personal and 
structural differences between 
and within the two parties. 
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West reforming perception 
of Islam, oil minister says 


WASHINGTON, May 16 
(SPA) — Tbe West has begun to 
correct its understanding of Islam 
as a religion and way of life 
although there are still attempts to 
present a distorted picture. Sheikh 
Ahmad Zaki Yamadi, minister of 
petroleum and mineral resources, 
told an audience here Tuesday. 

Sheikh Ahmad, a noted Sharia 
scholar, was addressing a gather- 
ing; at the Smithsonian Institute 
here. He said that the West had 
started to correct its perception of 
the' precepts of Islam and to 
understand the force that kept the 
religion alive through “the ctif- 
ficidt years the Muslim world has 

undergone." 

The minister said that the 
Islamic order was characterized by 
flexibility and a far-sighted 
attitude and had, in fact, preceded 
European society in guaranteeing 
human rights. 

Islamic law, for example, vou- 
chsafed women the right to 
administer their own property - a 
righ t which Western women have 
only recently enjoyed, he said. 
*‘£ty granting such human rights at 
its? foundation, Islamic society 
preceded the United Nations 
Charter by 1400 years. Further, 
Islam made provisions for social

Islam is a “total religion," 



Sheikh Ahmad said. It organizes 
the relationship between mankind 
and his Creator, between the indi- 
vidual and society, between tbe 
Ruler and his subjects and bet- 
ween tbe Islamic state and the out- 
side wozld. 

The minister said be was confi- 
dent that Islam would continue 
deeply rooted in the hearts of 
Muslims. As evidence, he pointed 
to attempts by the Soviet govern- 
ment to diminish the role of Islam 
in the Central Asian Islamic 
Republics. “ Despite the attacks of 
the Soviet government, Islam has 
not been rooted out but, in feet, 
remains as strong as ever," he 
said. 

Christian missionaries had 
attempted to present a distorted 
picture of Islam in the West but 
Muslims remain guided by their 
belief in God, His Angels, His 
Books and His Messengers. 

With its deep roots in Muslim 
hearts and its flexibility and vision 
Islam is capable of Renaissance

JEDDAH, May 16— The gov- 
ernment is likely to recall *Saudis 
studying at state expense in Egypt 
because of the new climate of rela- 
tions between the two countries, 
according to “Al-Jaarah” news- 
paper Tuesday. 

The move would affect some 
4.000 students at universities and 
technical training institutes in 
Egypt, according to a recent 
assessment by tbe Saudi Educa- 
tional Guidance Office in Cairo 
which supervises state scholar- 
ships students. 

Quoting informed sources, 
“Al-Jazirab” said that the gov- 
ernment would not take a final 
decision until after the final 
examinations next month. But it 
said that the government was 
already studying alternatives for 
the students — either at Saudi 
universities or at universities in 
the United Slates and England. 

But the newspaper said that it 
has already been decided to dis- 
band tbe Educational Guidance 
Office and to withdraw Educa- 
tional Counsellor Abdul Aziz 
Abdullah Ai-Abdan. Saudi 
Ambassador Sheikh Abdul Rah- 
man Aba Al-Khail has already left 
Egypt after the decision to break 
off diplomatic relations last 
month. 

The office provided the stu- 


dents with monthly grants and 
annual stipends for clothing, 
books and living expenses, metfi- . 
cal treatment and the cost ottyp- 
ing and binding research papers. 
The office also provided annual 
tickets home, family allowances 
for married students and ran a lib- 
rary and literary dub. 

Tbe major question raised by 
tbe move is whether Saudi univer- 
sities can handle a sudden influx of 
students — largely in medicine, 
law, engineering and technical and 
physical education. The students 
in Egypt represent the second 
largest group of Saudi students 
abroad, after the 11,000 in die 
United States. “Al-Jazirah" 
quoted the sources as saying that 
places would have to be found for 
1,500 Saudi men and women stu- 
dents at the least. 

The withdrawal of the students 
is expected to be complete within 
two to three months.

U.S. denies Turkey linking 
spy flights to Soviet okay

WASHINGTON, May 16 (AP) 
— A report that Turkey insists on 
Moscow’s approval before allow- 
ing U.S. spy planes into its airs- 
pace to monitor Soviet com- 
pliance with the SALT U treaty is 
“not correct,” according to a top 
State Department o fficial . 

But Deputy Secretary Warren 
Christopher, just back from talks 
with Turkish leaders, declined to 
go beyond that general A-mai 
when pressed for specifics on Tur- 
key’s position. 

Christopher appeared Tuesday 
before the House Foreign Affairs 
Subcommittee on Europe and the 
Middle East to push for the 
administration's proposed $ ISO 
njiDton in supplemental econo mic 
and military aid for Turkey. 

Asked by .Chairman Lee Hamil - 
ton, D-Ind., if it were true that 
Turkey, in effect, was offering 
Moscow a veto on American U-2 


surveillance Sights, Christopher 
said that, “ beyond replying with a 
simple negative” he could not 
publicly discuss the issue. 

Hamilton cited a “New York 
Times” story that said the Turkish 
Foreign Ministry, to the conster- 
nation of the Carter administra- 
tion, had confirmed that any U.S. 
attempts to fly U-2s near the Rus- 
sian border would have to be 
cleared with the Soviets. 

Carter administration officials 
told Congress last month that, in 
light of the loss of two electronic 
listening posts in Iran, it was con- 
sidering flights over Turkey to 
monitor Soviet missil e test firings 
at the Baikonur launching site at 
Leninsk.

Christopher repeatedly begged 
off when members of the House 
panel asked what information he 
bad that would contravene the 
impression left by the published 
report.

“But I must ask 
that we not start down the road, in 
open session, on intelligence mat- 
ters.” 

At another point, when asked if 
Turkish officials had not shown 
some “hostility” toward tbe 
United States, Christopher said. 
“1 have not found them demand- 
ing anything beyond what is 
reasonable in their circums- 
tances." 

Christopher told the subcom- 
mittee tbe requests for an addi- 
tional $ 100 million in economic 
support for Turkey in fi«al 1979, 
along with $ SO million in added 
military assistance for fiscal 1980, 
“respond to urgent needs and are 
directly related to vital national 
security interests of the United 
States. 

“Turkey’s economic crisis con- 
tinues to worsen." he said.

Taraki supporters

ISLAMABAD, May 16 (R) — Muslim rebels besieging a town in 
eastern Afghanistan captured most of a convoy of fleeing govern- 
ment supporters and executed the men among them after summary 
roadside trials, travelers from Afghanistan say. 

The besieged town is Khost near tbe Pakistan border in Pakthia 
province. 

It has a major airstrip, a garrison of about 10,000 troops and has 
been under siege for three weeks by rebels trying to topple the 
pro- Communist government of President Nur Muhammad TarakL 

The report of the roadside executions could not be independently 
verified. No date was given. 

According to travelers, members of the ruling Khalqi (People’s) 
Party tried to break out of Khost in 20 army lorries. Twelve lorries 
were captured, the men were tried on the spot, lined up and shot, 
while their women and children were taken captive, the reports said. 

The Afghan insurrection broke out soon after President Taraki 
seized power in a coup a year ago. 

Rebels fear that the government intends to impose atheism on 
Afghanistan's Muslim society, and the rebellion has been fanned by 
the regime’s efforts to break down feudal society with land and 
education refo r ms. 

Major opposition groups say they are not opposed to land reform 
and would not try to reverse it. 

“It is just that Taraki has chosen the wrong political platform and 
we would do it in the name of Islam,” an exile spokesman said. 


Pakistan rebuts Afghan claims 
of backing dissident elements 


ISLAMABAD, May 16 (AP) 
— A P akistani Foreign Office 
spokesman expressed regret 
Tuesday over recent allegations 
that Pakistan had interfered in 
Af ghanistan ’s affairs and sup- 
ported dissident elements in the 
country. 

The spokesman also deplored 
the recent government-sponsored 
demonstrations outside the Pakis- 
tan Embassy in Kabul, in which 
anti-Pakistan slogans were raised. 

He denied categorically the 


Afghan allegations of an attack by 
Pakistani 'soldiers on a village in 
Afghanistan's Pakthia province. 
The allegations were made by 
President Taraki and Premier 
Hafe ezullah A min . 

Tbe spokesman remarked that 
repetition of such allegations 
could lead to deterioration of rela- 
tions between the countries. 

He called reposts ro us allega- 
tions that military training was 
being given to Afghan refugees 


and that guerrilla bases had been 
established on Pakistan soil, from 
which attacks were mnimtyl by 
the dissidents with the help of 
Pakistani soldiers. 

The spokesman expressed the 
hope that the Af ghan regime 
would refrain from leveling allega- 
tions against Pakistan and recip- 
rocate its policy of good neighbor- 
hness, in conformity with the 
long-term interests of the neigh- 
boring countries.

GENEVA, May 16 (AP) — 
The first exchange of prisoners 
captured bv Vietnam and China 
during their recent border war will 
take place next Monday, two days 
earlier than reported, the Interna- 
tional Committee of the Red 
Cross has announced. 

An ICRC statement Tuesday 
said the two sides have agreed to 
start the repatriation program 
May 21, slightly revising a previ- 
ouslv reported date of May 19. A 
request to have the Geneva-based 
ICRC act as mediator in the 
exchange has been acccepted, the 
statement added. 

It said the initial exchange 
would only involve the wounded 
and the sick and that the prisoners 
would re-enter their homelands at 
the Sino- Vietnamese frontier. 

The statement said that local 
Red Cross officials stationed in 
both countries would cooperate in 
the exchange. "The International 
Committee' of the Red Cross, also 
invited to attend, will send rep- 
resentatives to each of the par- 
ties," it said. 

The statement did not say how 
many prisoners from each side 
would be handed over or how 
many ICRC delegates would 
monitor the operation. 

Bur ICRC spokeswoman Fran- 
co ise Bory said the figure would 
probably be between 100 and 200. 

She said it was not known how 
the repatriation program would 
afterwards proceed. “We would 
like to think that eventually, all 
prisoners held by both sides will be 
released. But this, of course, is 
ultimately up to the countries 
themselves.” 

China has said it wants to free 
“unilaterally" about 1,000 Viet- 
namese captured during the- 
fighting, with the first group of 
about 100 to be handed over at a 
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point between Friendship Pass 
and Dong Dang. 

The Red Cross statement 
added, meanwhile, that three of its 
delegates who flew to Peking ear- 
lier this month have, so far visited a 
total of 1,620 Vietnamese prison- 
era. 

The statement said the ICRC 
delegates saw detainees in six 
camps and a hospital. 

It added that Vietnam had now 
also granted permission for “all 
Chinese prisoners’' it is holding 
also to be visited by the Red Cross. 
“ICRC delegates will therefore 
shortly join the permanent dele- 
gate in Hanoi for these temporary 
missions,” the statement con- 
cluded. 

Meanwhile, in Tokyo, a high- 
ranking Vietnamese official said 
Vietnam will withdraw its troops 
from Cambodia if China cuts off 
its aid to the guerrilla forces of 
ousted Premier Pol Pot. ‘ 

Tuesday's statement was made 
to Japanese reporters by Nguyen- 
Van I-Jnh, president of the general 
federation of Vietnamese Labor 
unions who in visiting Japan at the 
invitation of the Japanese labor 
unions. He is a politbuzo member, 
of the Vietnam Workers’ (Com- 
munist) Party. 

Asked about Vietnamese troop 
offensives in Cambodia, Van Unh 
said “We, for our self-defense, 
were forced to attack Pol Pot 
aggressors supported by Chinese 
Peking authorities in the Cambo- 
dian territory.

Coal mine explosion kills 11 in Japan 


TOKYO, May 16 (AP) — 
Leaking gas followed by an explo- 
sion and fire in a major coal mine 
in northern Japan killed 11 min- 
ers, including 10 who entered the 
pit as members of a rescue team, 
police said Wednesday. 

Police said five other miners 
were listed as missing and feared 
dead and 15 injured, mostly from 


burns and asphyxiation, in the 
Mmamioyubari coal mine of the 
Mitsubishi Coal Mining Company 
in Yubari, Hokkaido, about 1,000 
kilometers north of Tokyo. . 

The mine, opened in 1965, was 
considered a prototype equipped 
with latest safety equipment and 
computers, police said. 

At about 10:30 p.m. Tuesday, 


toxic methane gas began spewing 
from the wall of the mine shaft 
about 4,000 meters from the entr- 
ance of the mine. Although five 
miners managed to escape, the 
fumes killed one miner at the site 
of the Leak. But five o theirs work- 
ing deeper in the pit were trapped 
as the gas spread through the 
underground passage.

ambassador 
to Chile 

WASHINGTON, May 16 (AP) 
— The United States is recalling 
its ambassador to Chile after that 
country refused to extradite three 
military officers accused of plot- 
ting the bomb slaying of a former 
ambassador here. 

Ambassador George W 
Landau was returning to Washing- 
ton for consultations and to take 
part in a “thorough review’' of 
U.S.-Chilean relations. State 
Department spokesman Hodding 
Carter said Tuesday. 

The recall was personally 
ordered by Secretary of 
State Cyrus Vance, he said. 

The action followed Chilean 
Supreme Court President Israel 
Barques’ s refusal to approve the 
extradition of former secret police 
chief Juan Manuel Contreras 
Sepulveda and two other men who 
served in the now- defunct police 
unit known as Dina. 

The United States wants them 
in connection with the 1976 car- 
bombing death of Orlando 
Le telier, who was Chile's ambas- 
sador to the United States during 
the Marxist presidency of Sal- 
vador ADende.

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PRICE FREEZE? 

Crown Prince Fahd and Petroleum Minister Yamani appar- 
ently assured their different Western audiences Tuesday that 
Saudi Arabia will work for an oil price freeze at the June 
OPEC meeting in Venezuela. West German television sta- 
tions reported Prince Fahtf s talks with Chancellor Schmidt 
included an assurance that the Kingdom would try and hold 
prices where they are ; Sheikh Yamani told a group of Ameri- 
can reporters in Washington that Saudi Arabia “ will work 
very hard ” to keep prices at the level agreed two months ago 
in Geneva. 

there are those in the West who are still convinced that, as 
far as the Venezuelan meeting is concerned, the Saudi posi- 
tion pretty well settles the result. After all, OPEC s largest 
producer has declared itself behind-a freeze. Won’t the others 
have to fall in line ? 

Probably not. And this is an answer that should be, but isn’t 
well understood in the West by now. Tuesday’s statements did 
not say Saudi Arabia can unilaterally prevent a price increase. 
They did not say Saudi Arabia would, if necessary, increase 
production to counter any increase that might be agreed at the 
Venezuela meeting. 

Quite the opposite. To quote Sheikh Yamani : “ Since sup- 
ply cannot and should not go up, it is consumption which will 
make all the difference. It is your duty, " he told his American 
audience, “ as a consumer, to reduce the consumption to the 
lowest possible level. If you do this, then not only the price of 
oil will not go up, it might even go down a little. ” 

Consumption hasn’t gone down ; it has gone up in the 
United States. The American motorist, like his counterpart in 
Congress, seems content to urge Saudi Arabia on in an OPEC 
battleground that will be determined at the gas pumps of 
Omaha rather than the conference tables of Caracas. 

Why, for that matter, should Saudi Arabia 4 ' fight ” for an 
oil price freeze ? For too many years, the Kingdom has been 
cast in an antagonist’ s role with its fellow OPEC members. At 
least in part, this is the fault of the Western media' s hand l ing 
of OPEC meetings. Drama requires heroes and villains, how- 
ever much a distortion that is of actual OPEC conclaves. 

“ We are hopeful, ” Sheikh Yamani said, “ that the price of 
oil will not go up and we will work veTy hard to keep it as it is 
now. But, definitely, Saudi Arabia alone cannot do much. ” 

If the market continues to work against a price freeze — 
which, at the moment, it is still doing — the Kingdom can do 
little about another price hike. It is clear that Saudi Arabia has 
no intention of raising its own production again, for sound 
domestic reasons. Others wi thin OPEC have 'already made 
plain their feeling that prices should rise at Caracas. 

The point of all this is that Saudi Arabia does not determine 
the world price of oil. It is the consumer who plays that role at 
present. Lower consumption will lead to a price freeze in 
Caracas, not a headline writer’s mythical fight between 
equally mythical heroes and villains. 


“The petroleum crisis in some 

parts of the United States brings to 
mind the shortage resulting from 
■die Arab embargo of 1973 on 
those states, including the U.S. 
which supported Israel,” “Al- 
Medina” said. 

‘'After the embargo was lifted 
the government of Saudi Arabia 
adopted a policy of moderation 
and prudence even at the expense 
of increased and legitimate royal- 
ties. But it chose to help the world 
and maintain its economic well- 
being, hoping that the industrial 
world will understand the suffer- 
ing of the Arab people on account 
of continued Israeli imperialism, 
Israeli occupation of their lands 
and their desecration of the holy 
places. But all that we hear are 
promises to try once more to find a 
' solution and we continue to per- 
suade our friends the oil producers 
to act moderately with regard to 
prices. 

“Now we have no intention, as 
Prince Fahd said, of doing any- 


thing that would hurt the world 
economy since this country is still 
morally bound to its commitments 
but it hopes to see Europe and the 
U.S. face their moral commit- 
meats with regard to the problem 
of the Middle East. The present 
situation in the region is little dif- 
ferent from that of the colonial 
days.”

Limits of 
Vietnam’ s power

BANGKOK — 

Four years ago as conquering North Vietnamese troops marched 
into Saigon (now Ho Chi Mmh Gty), there was an almost audible 
sigh of relief — mixed with grief — that the agony was over. 

Whatever the future held, many intelligent people reasoned, at 
least the killing had stopped. The Americans were out of it. History 
would now take its course. 

Today the killing goes on, but with a vital difference. For the same 
reasons that nations have always fought — national interest, pride, 
power, old hatreds — Asian Communists are killing Asian Commun- 
ists. 

As always, Vietnam is at stage center. 

HanoFs pith-helmeted fighting men in their baggy green uniforms 
now stand on the border of Thailand after blitring their way across a 
onetime ally, Cambodia, and driving the honuddal Pol Pot and his 
Khmer Rouge troops into jungle hideout. In “liberated” South Viet- 
nam. HanoFs troops stand guard over a sullen, embittered popula- 
tion. In Hanoi, even as Vietnam and China talked peace, there were 
ominous signs of a new outbreak of warfare along their border. 

All of which raises this question: What are the limits of Vietnam' s 
power? Specifically, North Vietnam's power since the southern half 
of tiie country is untrustworthy? 

“It is a question that every serious student of Indochina should be 
drinking about,” a Bangkok-based European diplomat said. “It is the 
central question. 

“Grant that the Vietnamese Communists think they are somebody 
special, which they are. Grant that they defeated the French and 
fought the Americans to a stalemate, until they finally gave up and 
went home. Gram that they thrive on adversity. Grant that they have 
been fighting for more than 30 years. Grant that they fight boldly and 
with daring. 

“But finally you ipust ask yourself these questions: At what point 
do they stop? At what point, in their arrogance, do they over- extend 
themselves? At what point do they snap? Or do they?” 

At times, listening to HanoFs domestic broadcasts, it is easy to 
imagine that the country is on the verge of collapse. The party 
leadership complains of a sluggish bureaucracy, slothful cadre, cor- 
ruption in high and low places, wholesale bribery and various and 
sundry other counter-revolutionary crimes. 

The economy, Hanoi admits, is in shambles. Natural disasters, 
gross mismanagement, the strains of fighting two wars and keeping 
watch on resentful South Vietnamese have combined to create a 
serious food shortage. 

A country feat ought to be exporting rice cannot feed itself. 
American experts estimate that Hanoi will have to import three 
million tons of rice this year. Where it will get it is by no means dear. 

But Southeast Asia hands have heard these stories of impending 
disaster before and are skeptical. “ If wishful thinking could kill” An 
American wife long service in Vietnam said, “ we would have won fee 
war.” 

Diplomatic observers search in vain for signs of a crack in Hanoi s 
facade. If HanoFs aging party leadership, one of fee most durable 
governments in the world, is under any strain, no signs have been 
detected. 

“They are just as stubborn and uncompromising as they ever 
were,” one analyst said. 

But some European and Asian diplomats, taking a fresh look at 
Vietnam, wonder. 

“All of us are groping in fee dark for clues,” A European said, “but 
I think there are some things worth keeping in mind. One is that war 
is not man* s natural state — not even for the Vietnamese. There has 
to come a point when even they will get fed up wife war, even though 
the leadership seems as addicted to war as an alcoholic is to fee 
bottle. Another thing to remember is that the Vietnamese are not, as 
you Americans say, 10 feet talk The fact is, they have never been up 
against a' first-class enemy wife the will to win. Technologically 
speaking, the Americans were a first-class enemy, but you lacked fee 
will to win. The same was true of the French.” 

If there is to be any dramatic change in Vietnam' 5 posture, most 
Vietnam-watchers agree, it will come from within. External force 
such as China* s damaging invasion and fee demands of fee Cambo- 
dian war co uldcon tribute to change, but they would not be decisive. 

“It is a cliche that in a Communist state the party controls the gun,” 
one Indochina-watcher observed. “But who is to say feat the gun 
cannot be turned against fee party leadership if enough people lose 
faith in It? 

“Who knows what goes on in the minds of the young officers? 
Who, for that matter, knows what thoughts are in fee minds of the 
North Vietnamese after so many years of war? Just because the 
present party leadership had been in power for more than 30 years 
doesn't mean that it won't crack. In many ways, fee leadership is 
under greater stress today than at any time in its history.” 

“Liberated" South Vietnam may yet be Hanofs achilles' beel. If 
half of what Vietnamese refugees say can be believed — and there is 
evidence feat much of it can believed — there is a growing resistance 
movement in fee Mekong Delta. 

A 40-year-oki former schoolteacher and ex-captain in the South 
Vietnamese army who recently escaped from Vietnam wife three 
younger men looked proudly at his companions and said: “I wouldn’t 
be here except for them. They are former students of mine.” 

According to his story, more than 100 resistance fighters, inducting 
many former students of his, shot their way into a “re-education 
camp” where he wasconfined, and rescued him and four other ex- 
officers. 

Some resistance groups, he said, can muster up to 200 armed men. 
One of their favorite bases is in fee U Minh forest, a mangrove 
swamp at fee top of fee Camau peninsula and a Viet Cong lair during 
the Vietnam war. 

The resistance fighters, if they can be called feat, operate in small 
units of 5 to IS men. Many are former students, it is said, and their 
leaders are generally former South Vietnamese army officers from 
elite special forces, or airborne units feat went into hiding rather than 
surrender to the Communists in 1975. 

“There is no lack of recruits," fee former teacher said, “but 
weapons are a limiting factor. Many young men who want to join fee 
resistance are told to go back to their villages and wait until there are 
guns for them.” 

Asked how additional weapons were obtained, the refugee leader 
said, “fee same way fee Viet Cong got theirs at fee beginning. By 
attacking government outposts” (LA T) 



Soviets stuck

KABUL — 

The Soviet Union is clearly worried about setting bogged down 
in a Vietnara-style quagmire in this rugged country where rebels are 
killing dozens of their advisers. 

At fee same time, fee Soviets are reacting in almost fee same 
way as fee United States when it first got involved in Vietnam in fee 
early 1960s. 

Top Soviet generals flew here last month to assess the 

situation, and soon after, Moscow poured in more arms to a govern- 
ment that has alienated vast numbers of its citizens and whose army is 
increasingly unwilling to fighL 

Diplomats here take h for granted feat only Soviet economic, 
military, political and diplomatic support keeps fee year-old Afghan 
government in power against the assault of Islamic-orienied rebels. 

“By fee same token" a diplomat said. “The Soviets* option to 
pull out entirely is no longer available. They are stuck.” 

Even Soviet diplomats here now make fee comparison wife 
Vietnam. The stakes are even higher for the Soviets in Afghanistan, 
moreover, than they were for the Americans in Indochina. 

Afghan istan borders on the Soviet Union, and if Moscow were 
forced to withdraw in disgrace, it would set an all- too- obvious exam- 
ple for their own Muslim republics — already aware of resurgent 
Islam in Iran — of pulling back in the face of rebellion. 

The Soviets have anchored their presence here wife massive 
amounts of military hardware, 1.200 to 2,000 military advisers and 
financial backing — all of which are considered more than adequate 
against a divided, ill-coordinated opposition suffering from a dearth 
of outside help in arms and money. 

Some diplomats are convinced fee Soviets will win if they can 
hang on for just another year. “ Nothing will dislodge them then," 
one diplomat insisted. 

Other analysts are not so sure. 

“ Wife an army unwilling to stand and fight and given to rnutitg,” 
a diplomat said, “fee Afghans can hold Kabul and most big towns, 
but in fee country-side fee fighting could go on for three or four 
years.” 

Only opposition leaders based in Pakistan were rash enough to 
predict the government's downfall during fee recent celebrations 
marking fee first anniversary of the revolution fear brought Nur 
Muhammad Taraki, Hafizuilah Amin and their Kaljlq (masses) 
branch of fee divided Communit Party to power on April 27, 1978. 

What is astounding is how the Afghans and fee Soviets have so 
completely alienated a population which just a year ago was as willing 
as many Western powers were to give them fee benefit of fee doubt. 

That open-mindedness was prompted by hopes the 
revolutionaries would retain some semblance of traditional Afghan 
nationalism and carry out long overdue reforms in one of fee world" s 
poorest countries. 

Within months, however, fee new government began rubbing its 
citizens fee wrong way by insisting on foisting a red flag on a deeply 
Islamic nation, ramming home reforms and arresting thousands. 
“They have succeeded in only one thing — alienating every layer of 
society,” one diplomat said. 

Today the Taraki government is faced with sporadic resistance 
in almost every province of this mountainous and remote country, in 
addition to a permanent insurgency in fee east, where fee writ of the 
central government has always been contested. 

“The Soviets must wake up at night and wish for the good old 
days when they manipulated fee government of Gen. Muhammad 
Daoud (ousted by Taraki in a bloody coup) without having to take 
responsibility for its do-nothing ways,” a Westerner remarked. 

Now, successive purges have eliminated followers of Daoud, fee 
rival Parcham (banner) Communists, nationalists in and out of fee 
armed forces, fee crust-thin civil service and religious leaders. In 
addition, according to reliable acoounts here, tens of thousands of 
ordinary Afghans have been imprisoned. 

Surprisingly for a nation wife a large Muslim population, fee 
Soviets here proved as insensitive as Americans and other Westerners 
were in neighboring Iran to fee resurgence of Islam.

He arrived midway between two events which shocked both the 
government and its Soviet protectors — fee Iranian-style uprising in 
mid- March involving mass desertions by army troops and police in 
fee western city of Herat, and an army mutiny April 20 in fee key 
frontline garrison at Jalalabad, near the Pakistan border. 

In Herat, for fee first time, Soviet advisers as well as KhaJqpaxty 
workers were singled out for assassinations as Muslim rebels and 
average citizens broke into armories and made off with weapons. 

Since Yepishev' s visit, the Soviets have provided more trucks, ^ 
artillery, about 100 T62 tanks, small arms, improved M5G2’- 
fighter- bombers, possibly MiG23s^So20 bombers, Mi24 rocket 
armed helicopters gun ships and more Mi6 troop transports.

diplomat said, “but it's enough to scare fee Pakistanis into belivinj 
fee Soviets might be preparing a limited border war.” 

The Afghan array has been badly stretched and strained. Moved 
around from one brush fire to another, its officer corps repeatedly 
purged, its dollar- a -month draftees ill- trained and unwilling to shoot 
fellow Muslims, it has already shown serious signs of following 
neighboring Iran's armed forces into oblivion.

Successive purges, the latest of which involved more than 30 air 
force pilots and ofeer officers, have made the Afghan armed services 
more dependent on the Soviets. Soviet pilots routinely fly jets and 
helicopters from the Jajalabad airstrip and were in action in the 
major airstrike reprisals mounted against rebel-held Herat in March. 

Taraki is well enough aware of fee armed forces? questionable 
loyalty to have recently formed special defense committees com- 
posed of young Khalq Party workers who have been given rudimen- 
tary military training. 

Some analysts believe the Taraki government will win a respite 
until fee fall harvest is in since fee rebels will otherwise face starva- 
tion this winter.

“ If Henry Kissinger was still around there would be one heD of a 
temptation to get involved,” one specialist remarked, recalling the 
former, secretary of state's backing of fee Kurdish uprising in Iraq in 
the early 1970s.. 

Intelligence analysts estimated fee Afghan opposition needs a 
minimum guaranteed supply of 100,000 bullets a day to. remain 
credible. 

In Pakistan, bullets sell for a dollar a cartridge for the home- 
made variety and twice as much for imported amm unitio n- Rebels to 
Kunar Province, north and east of Kabul and the main center of 
sustained fighting, have sold their cattle and women's jewelry to buy 
bullets and have slaughtered goats to keep alive. 

“The insurgents are so hard up for modem weaponry that they 
are fighting armor fee same way they fought the British cavalry in the 
19th century — by provoking rock slides,” a diplomat said. (WP)

Restoring the Giza pyramids 


By Lise tie Batouuy 

CAIRO — One of the esti- 
mated 23 million stones on the 
famed Pyramid of Cheopscrasbed 
to the ground recently, so officials 
are quadrupling the 72-cent 
admission for foreigners to raise 
■funds for fixing the ancient tomb 
and its companion, the Sphinx. 

“These monuments need care 
and restoration. The sacredness of 
the area is being violated almost 
every minute," said Nassef H as- 
sail, Chief Inspector of Antiqjuitks 
at Giza; on the western bank of the 
Nile. . 

Foreign tourists will be asked to 
shoulder most of the burden, since 
the admission price for Egyptians 
will be kept at about 14 cents. 

The three pyramids of Giza, 
considered the finest of their kind, 
were constructed as royal burial 
sites during the Fourth Dynasty of 
the Ancient Pharaohs. 

The largest, the Great Pyramid 
of Cheops, was constructed 
around 2680 B.C. The Sphinx, a 
colossal figure of a lion with a 
man's head sculpted from natural 
rock, stands guard nearby. 

Although it is illegal, tourists 
scramble up the sides of The 
Pyramids daily and few guards are 
available to stop them. 

Picnickers* litter the area with 
soffdrink cans, bottles and sand- 
wich wrappers. Cars roar up to the 
very base of the monuments. 

“This chaos is harming every- 
thing and we’re going to stop it" 



said Hassao. 

The 145- meter pyramid con- 
structed by Pharaoh Cheops is one 
of the Seven Wonders of the 
Ancient World and the largest 
pyramid ever built. It is not in 
danger of falling down, but the 
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toppled stone and w^ar and tear 
on the monuments clearly has pre- 
servationists worried. 

The Sphinx, a few hundred 
yards from The Pyramids, is suffer- 
ing from wind erosion. 

"We plan to go over the Great 
Pyramid and see if there are any 
more InotSe stones and at the same 
time we will use locally quarried 
limestone to shore up the north 
side of the Sphinx, which has been 
peeling away for centuries." said 
Zohi Hawass, another Antiquites 
inspector. 

As many as .1,500 tourists a day 
visit the Giza Plateau, but the only 
admission fee is a 72-cent charge 
for entering the Pyramid of 
Cheops. 

Beginning in October, an entr- 
ance fee equal to 2.89 dollars will 
be charged to foreign tourists 
wishing to see any of the sites on 
the sprawling plateau, Hawass 
said. 

Egypt's struggling economy is 
only able to spare a few thousand 
dollars annually for maintaining 
the site, so officials have decided 
to make the area pay for itself. 

“When one stops to think of the 
good that that money will do. T m 
sure no one will mind helping us 
out," said Nassef Hassan. 

Restoration plans also call for a 
curbstone around the three 
pyramids to keep cars from park- 
ing too close. 

The last thorough cleaning of 
the ate was nearly 40 years ago. 
“The area now needs a thorough 
sweep," said Hassan. — 1AP)

An atomic French ‘whodunit’

PARIS — The list of methods to 
commit the perfect homicide has 
been lengthened here with the 
accidental discovery of a plan to 
carry out what may be rhe world's 
first attempted murder. 

Three highly irradiated pieces of 
magnesium used to handle 
radioactive uranium bars were 
placed under the driver’s seat of a 
car belonging to a shift foreman at 
the French Atomic Energy Com- 
mission's nuclear wastes reproces- 
sing plant at La Hague in Nor- 


mandy. 

The foreman, Guy Busin, 39, 
was saved from slow death only 
because be had an accident with 
his car that made it immobile. 

When discovered, the mag- 
nesium was still emitting 10 rads 
of radiation an hour. International 
nuclear safety regulations provide 
that atomic workers should be 
allowed to receive only 5 rads a 
year at work. 

Busin wrecked his car in 
November, and had it towed to his 
yard. But he discovered the irradi- 
ated magnesium only late last 
month when he started taking the 


car apart. 

Suspicion immediately centered 
on the 15 men in Busin's crew. He 
was known as a hard taskmaster, 
some say a martinet. There had 
already been attempts to sabotage 
his car with sugar in the gas tank 
and sulfuric add in the fuel line. 

Finally, suspidon centered on a 
member of the crew who was the 
■man Busin himself least sus- 
pected. 

It was Noel Lecomte, 27, a 
father of two children and a 
member of the Busin team for two 
years. Interrogated three times in 
24 hours, Lecomte confessed and 
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was arrested. 

Lecomte described bow he 
beat the nuclear factory's security 
systems to get the irradiated mat- 
erial out. It just involved walking 
out one day with the magnesium in 
a plastic bag and putting it under 
the seat of Busin's car in the park- 
ing lot. 


If Busin had continued to use 
the car the radiation would have 
eventually been fatal. He said he 
had felt “tired” at one point. 
Atomic Energy Commission doc- 
tors who examined him say he 
seems fit now. Lecomte is charged 
with “attempted poisoning." —

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Arabia’s lake district 

Cool waters amid the scorched sands

AFLAJ — To swim in a deep 
clear lake amid the scorched sands 
of Central Arabia sounds like the 
tallest of travellers tales. Yet 
south of Leyla. in the district 
known as Aflaj, some four or five 
hours southeast of Riyadh, there 
are at least six lakes, some in 
Europe would be called ponds, 
but others are more considerable, 
the largest and best known being 
perhaps 500 meters long. 

After turning off the road at the 
sign marked Oyun Aflaj (the 
springs of Aflaj), there is no hint in 
the level bleached surroundings 
that anvihing like a lake could be 
just over the horizon. Amid the 
clouds of white dust rising off the 
rough track you ask yourself if 
there could have been a mistake in 
the directions. But just as doubt 
worms its way in, the road drops 
round a corner and there on the 
left is a shimmering sheet of blue 
water amid a thick frill of tall 
reeds. 

Here and there white canvas 
tents axe pitched close to the edge, 
and bathers, picnickers — even 
weekend water-skiiers— lend the 
scene an air of festivity. Those 
who come here make the most of 
ft. 

Near to the largest lake are two 
smaller ones, so close that the nar- 
row bridges of land separating 
them seem merely vestigial. It is 
quire likely that they may indeed 
prove short-lived, for the lakes

appear to be formed by the col- 
lapse of the banks and the opening 
of deep fissures which lead to sub- 
terranean aquifers. 

We could plainly see the process 
at work at several points along the 


shores. Here the outer edge of the 
sheer cliffs was separating itself 
from the main mass and looked 
ready to collapse ar any moment. 
At another point we could look 
down from such a cliff and see a

bottomless pool of water at its 
foot Although not obviously con- 
nected with the lake a few meters 
further off — there being level 
ground in between — it seemed 
plain that in time the intervening 
soil would crumble away and the 
lake would enlarge itself. 

Knowing that there were other, 
less* frequented pools further on 
we sought them out, and during 
the drive saw for ourselves why 
the area is known as “Aflaj". 
Aflaj is the plural of falaj, the 
name given, notably in Oman, to 
an underground irrigation system. 

Water is channelled under- 
ground to a given spot, and its 
course is marked by a regular 
series of above-ground earth- 
works. These mounds are built up 
by the earth dug out to make the 
channel, and they form entrances 
to the channels for maintenance 
and repair. The system is a very 
ancient one originating in Persia, 
where Lhe channels are called 
qanats. 

During a recent study of the 
Aflaj region by the archeological 
survey team of the Depan mem of 
Antiquities, evidence was found 
of the extreme antiquity of some 
of the water channels. Some went 
back to about the second century 
B.C., while others are as recent as 
100 years old. 

Most are in disrepair, but in 
some the water is flowing. It would 
need an aerial photograph to 
make dear the criss-cross pattern 
of the aflaj, which at ground level 
seems confusing. Palm groves 
edge the horizon beyond the 
somewhat arid region of the lakes, 
and it is presumably to them that 
the water runs, or used to ran, 
from the lakes. 

However, the level of the lake 
water has dropped dramatically in 
recent years, possibly from tap- 
ping of the level at other places. 
Tall water towers loom in the sur- 
rounding villages. It seems a mys- 
terous paradox that no great 
growth of trees and green has 
sprung up around the lakes. Only 
a thick fringe of beautiful reeds 
wave their feathery heads, along 
with plenty of coarse dune grass 
and a sprinkling of tamarisk 
bushes, with a stunted palm or 
two. 

The hi gh mineral content of the 
water, in which no fish can live, is 
responsible for this lack of sur- 
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A lake in Aflaj 


rounding fertility. The constant 
evaporation is continually increas- 
ing the density of the salts, render- 
ing the water less and less sweet. 
One advantage of the brininess is 
that there is no bilharzia or mos- 
quitoes. 

Certainly the water is delightful 
to swim in, being extraordinarily 
deep and cool. Although the water 
is dear, it gives the appearance of 
being quite black, because it is so 
deep. The pool we stayed by 
seemed to be without a bottom: 
high divers from a rock reported 
the eeriness of going down and 
down into the inky depths. 

Away from the barren region of 
the lakes themselves there is 
plenty of fertile ground, increasing 
as Leyla itself is reached. Leyla is 
the center of a series of prosperous 
farms and outlying villages, at the 
moment brilliantly green with 
crops. It was astonishing to see 
fields thick with ripening barley, 
as well as the usual alfalfk. In the 
fields round Sahanah, south of A1 
fCharj. there are freshly- built 
straw stacks after the harvest, and 
magniSrienr fields of cabbages. 

To those who simply drive 
through Leyla on the main road, 
the town is not impressive. But the 
true Leyla is not in the handful of 
low buildings straggling in the 
center. It is in the collection of 
handsome mud-built houses 


towards the circumference, with 
the walled and winding lanes bet- 
ween them and the spacious palm 
groves and gardens in whicb they 
stand. 

Here we saw the ancient way of 
life continuing much as it always 
has done, barring the ubiquitous 
Datsun pickups. And here, thanks 
to the courteous hospitality of the 


owner, we were able to rest in a 
shady palm grove and delight in 
areen grass, vines, scarlet pomeg- 
ranate blossom and running 
water. It seemed like paradise. 

Sixtv kilometers south of the 
limits of AJ Kharj lies the bizarre 
20th-century “ghost town" of 
Howtah. Laid out in the middle of 


the desert, it is a forest of street 

lights, dual carriageways, parking 
lots and no-entry signs. But there 
is not a house or inhabitants to be 
seen. The only sign of life is a busy 

roadside garage and cafe, a good 
500 meters before this elegant bui 
spooky traffic planner’s dream, 
executed somewhat ahead of time.

Details of the contract 1 settle- 
ment were not released but it 
seems the leagues agreed to emp- 
loy an extra team of umps, allow- 
ing one unit at a time Co have 
breaks in the season. The umpires 
also had demanded improvements 
in expense allowances which bad 
been $ 53 a day and in salaries. 

Throughout the work stoppage, 
the umpires had said it would take 
only $ 20,000 per team, a total of $ 
520,000 to settle the matter.

English soccer elite reigns unchallenged 


LONDON. May 16 l R) — 
Liverpool won the championship 
instead of Nottingham Forest but 
apart the elite of English soccer is 
strikingly unchanged from a year 
ago. 

The davs when unknowns top- 
pled the great — particularly in 
the Football Association Cup 
have, for the moment, gone. 

The League finishing order last 
season was Forest. Liverpool. 
Everton. Manchester Citv. 
Arsenal, West Bromwich. This 
year the list is lightly shuffled but 
the only newcomer is Leeds, 
which replaces Manchester City, 
the great disappointment of the 
season now ending. 

Arsenal, beaten finalist last 
year, went one better against 
Manchester United this time and 
won the F.A. Cup — and with it a

And four persons were 
injured when an 80-year-old man 
waiting in a gas line in North Hol- 
lywood suffered a seizure and lost 
control of his car. 

Jim Campbell, the California 
Service Station Association offi- 
cial who spearheaded the protest 
movement, asked his members 
-Tuesday to postpone. the shut- 
down for 30 days “and listen to 
what the Energy Department has 
to say ” 

Department officials are con- 
sidering whether to relax controls 
on gas dealers' markups. Cur- 
rently, dealers are allowed an 
average markup of 73 cents per 
gallon — the 1973 rate — plus a 
three-cent allowance for costs. 

Meanwhile, other dealer 
associations worried that a shut- 
down would spark customer 
reprisals or prompt the Justice 
Department to seek antitrust 
action. 

“This would not hurt the 
Department of Energy or the oil 
companies and it would hurt the 
consumer and in turn would hurt 
the service stations," said Maurice 
Lange lie r, executive director of 
Massachusetts' Bay State 
Gasoline Retailers Association.

WASHINGTON. May 16 (AP) 
— Industrial production in the 
United States declined one per 
cent in April, the largest drop 
since the 1975 recession, but the 
government blamed it Wednesday 
almost entirely on the strike and 
lockout in the trucking industry.

NEW DELHI May 16 (Agen- 
cies) — Former Indian Prime 
Minister Indira Gandhi, who faces 
special court proceedings, led 
thousands of her supporters Wed- 
nesday in a protest march against 
the Janata Party government 


Tens of thousands of people 
marched through the streets of 
Old Delhi waving flags and chant- 
ing slogans against Prime Minister 
Morarji Desaf s government. 

They arrived here Tuesday 
night from various parts of the 
country in trucks, tractors and 
trains to march three kilometers 
from the sprawling Red Fort to the 
Ramlila grounds where Mrs. Gan- 
dhi made a speech attacking the 
government. 

The 61 -year-old Mrs. Gandhi 


who with others faces charges aris- 
ing from her 21 month of 
emergency rule, told the crowd, “I 
am prepared to go to jail if it will 
help the government solve any of 
the country’s problems.’' 

But she criticized the govern- 
ment for what she termed its lack 
of direction. 

"This government has lost con- 
trol over the country and failed to 
provide security to the Harijans 
(untouchables), Muslim and 
Christian minorities,'' she said as 
the crowd roared approval. 

Mrs. Gandhi declared, “ the spe- 
cial courts bill is a block law whose 
sole aim is to put me behind bars." 

“But I wish to mil you, ray party 
workers, that you ought not be 
bothered about me," she went on. 
"I don't say, ‘save Indira.'. I say, 


Death toll passes 500 
after India ’s cyclone 


NEW DELHI May 16 (AP)— 
The United News of India has 
reported Tuesday night that the 
death toll in the weekend hur- 
ricane that devastated eastern 
coastal areas has risen above 500. 

Worst hit was Prakasam District 
of Andhra Pradesh state, where an 
official estimate put storm-related 
fatalities at 449, UNI said. About 
100,000 cattle also perished, UNI 
said. 


cance victims in a letter to Reddy 
and announced a grant of $ 62,500 
for relief measures. 


In a report from Hyderabad, the 
state capital, UNI said the entire 
village of Tangutur had been 
washed away. It had a population 
of 200 but there has been no offi- 
cial word on casualties. 


Chief Minister Chenna Reddy, 
the state' s top elected official, said 
400,000 persons were made 
homeless by the disaster in three 
sub districts of Prakasam. 


UNI said telephone and tele- 
graph communications have not 
been re-established with affected 
areas since the storm, packing 150 
kilometer per hour winds, swept 
off the Bay of Bengal last Satur- 
day. Major highways were still 
impassable? in a number of places. 

Prime' Minister Morarji Desai 
expressed sympathy with huni- 


Mean while, Reddy, who com- 
pleted a three-day aerial tour of 
the worst affected areas Tuesday, 
called -an emergency state cabinet 
meeting for Thursday to review 
the disaster situation. 

. So far, the state government has 
reckoned that 150,000 houses and 
huts have been destroyed and 
standing crops on about 80.000 
hectares damaged, UNI said. 

Andhra Pradesh state has 
requested 100,000 tons of food 
grains for relief measures from the 
national government. Care, the 
U.S. voluntary agency, already 
has sent grain, an agency official 
said Tuesday. 

Reddy said that while the death 
toll was lower than the 14.000 of 
the 1977 hurricane- tidal wave 
disaster that struck the same area, 
the devastation from last 
weekend* s storm appeared worse. 

After returning to Hyderabad 
from his aerial inspection, the 
state leader said he saw a "picture 
of gruesome tragedy.” Whole vil- 
lages and hamlets of Prakasam 
district were "obliterated” , he 
added. 


“save the Harijans, save the 
minorities, save the Christians' " 
Mrs. Gandhi has charged that 
Prime Minister Desai has neg- 
lected foe interests of India's 
minorities since her regime's 
stunning electoral defeat in 
March, 1977. 

"The Janata Party is about to 
go," she predicted. She spoke 
from atop a table on the speaker’s 
dais. 

“But we are not concerned 
about that,” she added. "We are 
concerned about what state it will 
leave India in.” 

Dressed in a homespun cotton 
sari, Mrs. Gandhi appeared upset 
at being jostled by supporters on 
her arrival. But she regained her 
composure as she began speaking 
in the 33 degree Celsius (91F) beat. 

Supporters carried large por- 
traits of the former prime minister 
and her controversial son Sanjay, 
who was also present but did not 
speak. 

“The people who have come for 
this rally had to face a lot of har- 
assment,” she claimed. "In Luck- 
now, they were charged with 
bamboo sticks and an old Muslim 
gentleman was killed." 

There have been no official 
reports of violence. 

Mrs. Gandhi, who served II 
years as prime minister, is facing 
criminal charges in four cases, in 
special courts set up by parliament 
to accelerate her trials. 

Last December, she was expel- 
led from parliament and jailed for 
a week after the lower house 
found her guilty of breach of 
privilege and contempt of the 
house. Members of her party now 
report she may contest a par- 
liamentary seat in Tamil Nadu, 
south India. 

Mrs. Gandhi strongly defended 
the decision to hold the rally, but 
denied it had anything to do with 
her prosecution by the special 
courts. 

“This rally is not to protest 
against the special courts, but only 
to air grievances of the people,” 
riie said. 

Despite advance preparations, 
the march did not develop into the 
massive display of her political 
strength her aides had expected.

Israel 9 s rampant inflation may 
reach 90% as living cost soars 


Russians may agree *

U.K. paper reports 


TEL AVIV, May 16 (R) — A 
startling leap in Israel cost of liv- 
ing blotted out foreign policy 
issues Wednesday and put the 
nation on course for an annual 
inflation rate of close to 90 per 
cent. 


The 8.7 per cent increase 
announced Tuesday in the con- 
sumer price index for April was 
higher than government ministers 
ihigher predicted, provoked an 
immediate storm among trade 
union leaders and in newspaper 
editorials. 


One paper noted that since 
prime Minister Menachem Begin 
came to power — two years ago 
Thursday — the cost of living has 
shot up by 142 per cent. 

Begin has been immersed for 
most of this period in negotiating 
the treaty with Egypt. He makes 
no secret of the fact that he has 
little time to spare for economic 
problems.

Labor Party government. 

Since then, in October 1977, 
Israel 1 s cost of living has doubled. 
Ministers now hold out no prom- 
ise that the process can be halted. 

Ehrlich angered fellow minis- 
ters at a cabinet meeting last Sun- 
day by announcing that depart- 
mental budgets must be slashed. 

According to government 
sources. Defense Minister Ezer 
Weizman was so incensed at the 
cut proposed for his ministry that 
he stormed out of the cabinet 
room. 

Remedies proposed by 'Ehrlich 
include an indefinite freeze on 
government budgets and control- 
led devaluation to match the rate 
of inflation. 

Since the "new economic pol- 
icy” instituted by Ehrlich in 1977, 
the external value of the Israeli 
pound has fallen against the dollar 
by nearly 60 per cent. 

And a major factor in the rise of 
the price index has been the soar- 
ing cost of real estate because of a 
scramble to buy property as a 
means of beating inflation. 

According to official figures the 
price of a modest apartment in Tel 
Aviv has doubled over the past 


year. These figures give the aver- 
age price of a two or three bed- 
room apartment in Tel Aviv in the 
first part of this year as 1,400,000 
Israeli pounds ($ 60,000). 

Housing difficulties have now 
emerged as the main problem of 
lower-paid workers. The dispirit- 
ing search for a home is credited as 
a main factor in persuading 
would-be immigrants to return to 
their land of origin. 

As soon as the April increase 
was announced the Histradrut 
trade union organization 
threatened industrial disruption 
unless workers received prompt 
compensation. 


LONDON, May 16 (AP) — 
The Soviet Union has agreed it 
will consider freeing Rudolf Hess 
from Berlin's Spandau Prison if be 
publicly renounces Nazism and 
spends the rest of his life 

in quite retirement, the “London 
Evening News” reported Wed- 
nesday. 

The newspaper reported the 
apparent Soviet change of heart in 
a front-page story by its Moscow 
corresponent Victor Louis, a 
Soviet citizen who reputebly has 
high-ranking sources in the Krem- 
lin. 

Louis, however, did not indicate 
why the Soviets might now be wil- 
ling to change their mind about 
Hess, who was sentenced in 1947 
to life imprisonment at the 
Nuremberg war crimes trial and 
sent to Spandau, 

Louis said the Soviets had 
opposed earlier suggestions that 
Hess be released because: 

"The Russians are most con- 
cerned about the revival of inter- 
est in Nazism, and many believe 
that freeing Hess will provide a 
much needed figurehead, if not an 
effective leader of the Nazis.” 

Hess, 85 and once deputy to 
German Nazi dictator Adolf 
Hitler, has spent the past three 
decades in West Berlin’s Spandau 
Prison, which remains under the 
joint control of the four Allied vic- 
tors in World War II — The 
U.S.S-R-, Britain, France and the 
United States. 

The-three Western powers have 
suggested over the years that Hess 
— reportedly in ill health and now 
the only inmate in the prison — be 
set free. But the Soviets have 
refused to consider his release.

256.625 an ounce in early morn- 
ing trading in London, but then 
eased off a bh to $ 256.50.1m 
Zurich, Europe’s biggest bullion 
market, the metal was quoted at$ 
256.375 at raid-morning. 

The price of gold surged to 
record highs in both major mar- 
kets Tuesday as fears over a 
further hike in world oil prices 
combined with a cutback in the 
supply of the yellow metal to drive 
investors into the market. 

Gold closed at $ 255375 in 
Zurich and $ 254.75 in London — 
record closes in both centers — 
after reaching an all-time high of$ 


25530 at the London afternoon 
“fixing,” the price set by London’s 
five major bullion houses for the 
trading session. 


The dollar, meanwhile, rallied 
in Tokyo Wednesday after a two- 
day drop to dose at 214.925 
Japanese yen, up sharply from 
Tuesday's dose of 212.675 yen. 


The dollar's firmer note carried 
over on European markets, which 
open at about the time Tokyo's 
close.
